Regarding claim 77, the prior art fails to disclose or fairly suggest a method for medical 
diagnosis of a patient by detecting a target macromolecular structure, which includes (e) 
comparing the microwave frequency or range of sequential frequencies with known frequencies 
of absorption of known macromolecules, in combination with all of the other limitations in the 
claim. Claims 78-80 and 103 are allowed by virtue of their dependency. 

5. Regarding claim 81, the prior art fails to disclose or fairly suggest a method for security 
screening by detecting a target macromolecular structure, which includes (e) comparing the 
microwave frequency or range of sequential frequencies with known frequencies of absorption of 
known macromolecules, in combination with all of the other limitations in the claim. Claims 82- 
84 are allowed by virtue of their dependency. 

6. Regarding claim 85, the prior art fails to disclose or fairly suggest a method of treatment 
of a pathological condition by destroying a macromolecular structure, their genetic precursors 
and cells of origin, which includes (e) comparing the microwave frequency or range of 
sequential frequencies with known frequencies of absorption of known macromolecules, in 
combination with all of the other limitations in the claim. Claims 86-90 are allowed by virtue of 
their dependency. 

7. Regarding claim 91, the prior art fails to disclose or fairly suggest a method for 
performing non-invasive surgery using imaging or detection of a target macromolecular 
structure, which includes (e) comparing the microwave frequency or range of sequential 
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frequencies with known frequencies of absorption of known macromolecules, in combination 
with all of the other limitations in the claim. Claims 92 and 93 are allowed by virtue of their 
dependency. 

8. Regarding claim 94, the prior art fails to disclose or fairly suggest a method for 
regeneration of cells and tissues using imaging or detection of a target macromolecular structure, 
which includes (e) comparing the microwave frequency or range of sequential frequencies with 
known frequencies of absorption of known macromolecules, in combination with all of the other 
limitations in the claim. Claims 95-102 arc allowed by virtue of their dependency.
